Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "the front wheel supporting arm 
extends from the axle of the front wheel in a reward direction." (claims 9, 19) must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. 
The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a 
drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement 
sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be rgjmjjibered £md ^pp^Qpi^^g Qj^mg^g 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 9 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The embodiment recited in 
claim 9 is neither shown nor described in a sufficient manner so as to enable one of ordinary skill 
in the art to make and use the invention. The front wheel supporting arm could not simply be 
reversed from that shown in the Figures and still be operable. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-2, and 5-8, 11-12, 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Iwai et al. 6,336,647. 

Iwai et al. discloses a front suspension device in a vehicle, comprising: a pair of right and 
left front forks 13 rotatably supported at a front part of a chassis frame; a front wheel supporting 



arm 14 having one end rotatably attached to lower ends of said pair of right and left front forks 
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and having the other end rotatably supporting an axle 31 of a front wheel 32; a cushion arm 17 
rotatably attached to a bottom bridge 12 in a vertical direction; a push rod 16 rotatably having a 
lower end connected to an intermediate part of the front wheel supporting arm and having upper 
end connected to the cushion arm; and shock absorbers 18 installed between the upper part of 
said front fork and said cushion arm, wherein said push rod is a split structure including a pair of 
right and left rod members, lower ends of the rod members being rotatably attached to the front 
wheel supporting arm, and upper ends of the rod members being rotatably attached to said 
cushion arm, wherein the rod members constituting said push rod are arranged at rear sides of 
said pair of right and left front forks in such a way that the rod members overlap the front forks 
as seen in a front elevational view; wherein the cushion arm is formed as a plate and is arranged 
such that a rear end of the plate springs upward when the shock absorbers are compressed, 
wherein a space is provided between lower ends of the shock absorbers and a front fender so that 
during 0 p era tj on a j r strikes a radiator of the engine, wherein the shock absorbers include a first 
shock absorber 42 provided with a spring for absorbing a load, and a second shock absorber 41 
provided with a damper for attenuating vibration caused by the spring. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 3-4, 10, 13-14, and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Conclusion 
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7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited references disclose motorcycle front suspension systems.
